Power has, as ‘yet, expressed herself equally 
favourably, I presume that, under the Anglo, 
French Agreement, the «French Government 
would not oppose the surrender of the Capi- 
tulations if proposed by England, though the 
French colony here are very hostile to the 
proposal, 

The commercial interests of Germany. in 
Egypt are, as yet, of very small dimensions, 
The number of German’ subjects resident in 
Egypt-does not, I believe, e: fifteen -hun- 
dred, and tho great majority dre’ shopkeepers, 
commission agents, shipbrokers, and persons 
engaged in mercantile occupations. Aa a body 
the German residents have not occupied them- 
selves to any great extent with agriculture, 
and haye held aloof from speculative enter- 
prises. If one peruses the prospectuses of 
the néw companies, issued here almost daily, 
one finds very few German names amongst 
directors and promoters, A German bank has 
been ‘recently established, but. I fail to see 
what special German industries it‘is likely to 
develop. I should say that France, Italy, 
Greece.and Austria, not to mention England, 
have larger commercial interests than- Ger- 
many, and that German dubjects here are less 
concerned than. those of the other Pdwers_ 
named in the advantages secured to foreigners 
by the Capitulations, Iam convinced myself 
thatin asfar as Germany as any Eastern 
aims and ambitions; they are confined to Asia 
Minor, and do not extend to: Egypt, so long as 
the Valley of the Nile and the Sudan remain 
under British protection, 

In connection with this subject I have seen 
no notice as yet of a lengthy’ circular recently 
issued by the Ministry of Commercé' in France 
and addressed to all her Conaular agents in 
Egypt. This circular is, to put the matter 
shortly, an explicit instruction to the repre- 
sentatives of the Republic, tosupply all French 
citizens with every information ‘on matters of 
trade, to instruct them as to the localities 
where there is a market for introducing Fiénch 
goods, to furnish them with introductions to 
persons already engaged in similar trades, and 
to give them any, assistance necessary to 
promote Freftch trading enterprise in Egypt. 

“Nobody has aby right to complain of such 
instructions being issued, The only matter 
which occasions any surprise is why it should 
be deemed desirable to repeat these instructions 
at this particular moment, ‘The only explana- 
tion I can offer is that.under the entente 
cordiale the French Consular authorities here 
have, been led to imagine that they shold, in 
vommercial a» well ay in political matters, 
support our British system of administration, 
Now, as 2 matter of fact, all representatives of 
England in foreign countries are especially 
warned not fo use their influence or authc rity 
to obtain concessions or aay special advantage 
in trade for their fellow-countrymen. ‘There, is 
a great deal to be said in the abstract for the 
principle of Consular nn-intervention in com- 
mercial affairs, But as every other Power 
represented in Egypt declines to adopt this 
principle.there is no reciprocity, or rather, 
as the Irishman said, the” reciprocity ‘is all 
one side, 

I know I shall be -told that I. am altogether 
mistaken, and‘that our Consuls abroad have 
orders to givé any information in their power 
to English traders, It has been my fortune 
in life to “know a great many British traders 
in many foreign lands, and I have nover yet 
known one who did not complain of the 
utter indifference if not actual incivility with 
which he was received in the consulates of his 
vwncountry, Indeed, when I read diatribes 
wgainst British merchants and British manu- 
tacturers telling them that the time has arrived 
when they must- nduct business abroad on 
more progressive lines, and in accordance with 
novel conditions, T always feol inclined to reply 
that it is, not out traders but our Foreign: 
Office which needs “waking up” to the fact that 
che protection of “British trade and the pro- 
motion of. British enterprisé are the first and 
foremost of British Consular datied Reluctance 
to go out of the way, or to take any interest in 
the develdpment of British trade ia a well-nigh 
aniversal characteristic of our Consular author- 
ities in all parts of the globe, But itis owing 
to local cauves, to which I'need not allude— 
more marked in Egypt than elsewhere, All 
{ need say further here is. that’ judging from 
uy own experience and that of my friends I 
should absolutely.decling, as things are, to take 
any part in establishing British industries iti 
Egypt unless I could be associated arith some 
foreigner, who would have the active support 
of his Consul-General at his back,

4. All high official posts to be reserved for 
Ezyptians,— With Ali Bey Kamel at the Mi- 
niatry of War and Yossef Bey Saddik at the 
Ministry of ¥inance all will go.well, 

5. A National (Egyptian) Manicipality for 
Cairo, —This demand is’ doubtless inapired by 
the amazing success of the Mixed Manici- 
pality of Alexandria. 

6. A protest agsinst high school fees, 

7. Arabio to be the only official langnage, 
snd school instraction to be given only 
throngh the metinm of Arabic.—Of coutae 
the English epeaking professor will disappear, 
but what of that when natives of the country 
are tambling over one another in their anxiety 
to*become teachers! Think of their abilities, 
too, how much superior their natural gifts to 
those of young men who.have only atodied at 
Oxford and Cambridse—rffete institations 
beside Al Azhar and the famous kattabs of the 
Nile Valley.

Such childish proposals 
as the State regulation of priced and the ex- 
pulsion of the Buglish sovereign could only 
be made by people who are in a state of: 
hopeless political nonage.The demands for 
the ¢fficial elimination of Buropean languages 
and the refasal of concessions to ‘foreign ca- 
pitalista betray the deep-rooted hatred ot the 
Enoropean. It is such effasions as these which, 
prove that itis quite impossible to refc 
avy occidental sense of that term, M 
political ideas or to inspire the Egyptians with 
any new principle of civilised life. The Bgyp- 
tians are not to be blamed for their attitude,
